OSLO, Norway, Nov. 6 (AP).—

It was apparent that Norwegian 
officials, anxious over the possibil- 
ity that Germany might make an 
issue over the case, would like to 
see the ship outside Norwegian wa- 
ters bound for anywhere. 

Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, United 
States Minister to Norway, arrived 
at Bergen today and conferred with 
the United states Consul there, 
Maurice P. Dunlap, and Capt. 
Joseph A. Gainard, master of the 
City of Flint. She prepared to 
board the Flint and talk with mem- 
bers of the crew. 

Rumor Cargo Was Sold. 


One rumor was that the ship’s 
freight had been sold at Bergen 
but any such sale, it was believed, 
would have to be tentative and de- 
pendent on official decisions. 

The possibility was mentioned in 
shipping circles that the freighter’s 
cargo of tractors, leather, fruit, 
wax and other articles might first 
be transferred to a British ship 
and taken to England. There are 
several British merchantmen in the 
Bergen harbor. | 

The freighter’s freedom and the 
internment of the Nazi prize crew, 
which took command of her on the 
Atlantic Oct. 9, was assured yes- 
terday when Norway rejected a 
Nazi protest. 

’ The American crew, however, has 
mot yet been permitted to come 
ashore. 

Germans Still Interned. 

The German prize crew, which 
anchored the City of Flint in the 
harbor of Haugesund Friday 
against Norwegian officials’ orders, 
still was interned aboard the Nor- 
wegian warship Olav Tryggvason. 

Norway based its rejection of 
German protests over release of the 
ship and detention of its German 
crew on the argument that interna- 
tional law had been observed strict- 
ly in making the decision. 

A communique described at some 
length diplomatic exchanges during 
the times the City of Flint was in 
Norwegian territorial waters, both 
before it went to Murmansk, Soviet 
Russia, and on its return toward 
Germany. 

The statement said the com- 
mander of the German prize crew 
took the City of Flint to Haugesund 
contrary to Norwegian orders be- 
cause, he asserted, he wanted to see 
the German Consul there “accord- 
ing to orders from my Govern- 
ment.” 

Hague Convention Cited. 

Of a reason he gave earlier—that 
a sick member of the American 
crew needed medical attention—it 
said a Norwegian doctor visited the 
vessel and found the man had suf- 
fered “insignificant” injuries. 

The statement added: 

“The Hague convention of 1907, 
which had been ratified by both 
the German and Norwegian gov- 
ernments .. . states in Article 21 
that prizes can be taken to a neu- 
tral harbor owing ‘only te the in- 
ability to navigate, bad cenditions 
at sea, or lack of -mchors or sup- 
plies.’ 

“None of these conditions was 
present.”

“Flint’s” Skipper Relates 
Experiences as Captive 


BERGEN, Norway, Nov. 6 (AP), 
—Capt. Joseph A. Gainard, describ- 
ing the capture of the American 
freighter City of Flint by a German 


prize crew, said today his captors 
threatened to sink the ship if his 
men gave them “any trouble.” 
“This is a war measure,” he quot- 
ed the German Lieutenant as say- 
ing. “And whether any of us like 
it or not, I must carry out my or- 
ders.” 

The German prize crew, Capt. 
Gainard said, was armed with pis- 
tols, hand grenades, bayonets, a ma- 
chine gun and other weapons. 
The American skipper recounted 
his experiences in a broadcast to 
the United States. 

Captain Gainard said that after 
being captured on Oct. 9 by a crew 
from the German pocket battleship 
Deutschland, the City of Flint “pro- 
ceeded on various courses” until 
Oct. 18, when the Germans painted 
out all traces of American owner- 
ship. 

The colors of Denmark were 
shown on canvas stretched amid- 
ships, he said, but the Danish flag 
was never flown. 

“This procedure is believed to be 
in accordance with international 
law as long as guns are not used,” 
Captain Gainard said. 

“On Oct. 20 the German prize 
crew hoisted the German merchant 
flag. Later on that day we anch- 
ored in Tromso Harbor. I maneu- 
vered the ship with the assistance 
of the Norwegian pilot. 


“Shortly after the Norwegian 


naval neutrality patrol officers with 
customs officials came on board. 
We were in Tromso overnight.” 


At this point, he said, the crew 
of the sunken British steamer 
Stonegate, rescued by the Germans 
and placed aboard the City: of 
Flint, was turned over to the Brit- 
ish Consul. 

“The next evening we proceeded 
to Murmansk,” Gainard went on. 
“During the voyage the German 
naval flag was hoisted and we en- 
tered port to anchorage. I tried 
continually to get in touch with 
our Ambassador, but did not suc- 
ceed during our six days’ stay. On 
the fifth day at 3:45 I was told 
that the ship again was a German 
prize and we were to leave at once. 


“All this time the condition of 
my officers and crew was good.” 

He praised the high standard of 
the conduct of his men. 


In matter of fact tones, Captain 
Gainard described the trip down 
the Norwegian coast, which ended 
at Haugesund where Norwegian of- 
ficials freed the City of Flint and 
interned the German prize crew. 

‘The captain related that the 
next day after leaving Tromso on 
the return trip, “a German mer- 
chant ship which was ahead of us 
turned back to meet us and, bridge 
to bridge, its captain shouted a 
message to the Lieutenant aboard 
the City of Flint to anchor at 
Haugesund. 

“After anchoring in Haugesund, 
a boarding party came aboard, re- 
moved the prize crew and stated 
that the City of Flint was free.”

NOT TO AD DUTCH 


Virtual Ultimatum Said to 
Have Been Given, to Tie 
Brussels’ Hands if Hol- 
land Is Invaded.

inet met today under the personal 
presidency of King Leopold to dis- 
cuss its answer to a virtual Ger- 

man ultimatum. 

According to exclusive informa- 
tion given this correspondent on 
Saturday, Alexander von Buelos 
Schwante, German Ambassador to 
Brussels, called on Foreign Minis- 
ter Paul Henri Spaak and. handed 
him a note asking for the definite 
assurance that Belgium intends, un- 
der all circumstances, to remain 
neutral—meaning, even in case 
Germany decides to try to crash 
through Holland along whose bor- 
ders German concentrations and 
artillery have during the last 48 
hours assumed threatening propor- 
tions. 

Germany’s note warned Belgium 
that entering any new commit- 
ments now, would be regarded by 
Germany as an “unfriendly act” 
and that Belgium was, furthermore, 
invited in its answer to clarify 
“its relationship to Holland.” 


The Belgians seem to have been 
terribly impressed. The first Cabi- 
net meeting Saturday evening 
failed to reach any conclusion and 
a second meeting was called for to- 
day, in the presence of King Leo- 
pold. Apparently, the Belgians in- 
tend to answer as meekly as a lamb 
and declare: 

First their attitude remains one 
of strict neutrality. 

Second, that Belgium will only 
assume new international obli- 
gations—meaning an arrangement 
with Holland—“if it feels that its 
security is being threatened,” 
which apparently means that the 
Belgians do not actually consider 
their security threatened. 

Third, that Belgium’s relations 
to Holland will be dictated “sole- 
ly by considerations of. security,” 
a phrase which means little or 
nothing. 

Some fear that the Belgians will 
not even dare to go this far, but 
will submit an answer to Germany 
that will tie Belgium’s hands and 
make self-defense extremely diffi- 
cult and a common attitude with 
Holland almost impossible. But 
the outcome of today’s Cabinet ses- 
sion must be awaited, although it 
is doubtful if any of this will be 
published in Belgium itself.

It charged him with “unlawfully, 
feloniously; willfully, knowingly 
and corruptly drawing and signing 
and authorizing the drawing and 
signing’ of the warrant on the City 
Treasurer. The indictment asserts 
Darby knew the City Manager had 
no just or legal claim to any Wa- 
ter Department money. 

The late Henry F. McElroy was 
City Manager at the time and had 
an “emergency fund” through 
which millions of dollars of city 
funds poured at his direction:

by the jury, naming eight persons. 

City Clerk Charles W. Regan and 
his chief deputy, John J. Donohue, 
were indicted again on charges of 
oppression in office in connection 
with the thwarted recall election 
campaign. The charge arose from 
Regan’s ruling that the original 
recall petitions were insufficient. 
The jury charged both men abused 
their authority and through their 
decision disfranchised more than 
100 voters each. 

Mrs. Margaret Shepard, formerly 
secretary to the Health Depart- 
ment director and Pendergast ma- 
chine patronage dispenser in the 
department, was indicted again for 
forgery of a city warrant.

usual chance afforded children for 
happiness. 

“Find out how many in your com- 
munity can actually live decently 
on what they are making,” Mrs. 
Roosevelt said, “although it will 
take a little trouble on your part. 
You will have to educate yourselves 
before you can learn what are good 
working conditions and what are 
bad.” 

Problem of Youth. 

Turning to the problems of youth 
she urged planned _ recreational 
programs, pointing out that “what 
happens to the youth of your com- 
munity is of extreme importance, 
for therein lies the future of your 
community.” She advocated giving 
a helping hand to help boys and 
girls help themselves. 

Politically, the community was 
the basic unit of the State and 
nation, she said. She urged a study 
of government, an analysis of what 
citizens got for their taxes, and de- 
clared the voter should be political- 
ly active every day in the year, not 
just at election time. 

The visit last summer of the King 
and Queen of England to this coun- 
try awakened her, she said, to the 
true meaning of individual: com- 
munity responsibility, so deeply did 
King George entertain a responsi- 
bility for his nation. The King, she 
said, took such an interest in young 
people he interrogated every mem- 
ber of a CCC camp on a broiling 
hot day. 

She told of the King’s unusual 
device used in his public appear- 
ances. To her astonishment, she 
related, pillows were placed in an 
automobile for the King and Queen 
to sit on as they began a tour of 
Washington. She discovered the 
pillows were equipped with con- 
cealed springs to facilitate the 
royal bows.

The indictment alleging extortion 
in 1936 charges Nick and Brady 
conspired to demand $10,000 from 
the movie theater owners in con- 
sideration of the dropping of the 
union’s wage demands and that if 
the owners did not pay, Nick was 
to call a strike.

OF BRUSSELS DIES 


Germans Imprisoned Hin? Dur- 
ing World War — He Held 
Office Ever Since. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 6 (AP).— 
Adolphe Max, Burgomaster of Brus- 
sels, who was imprisoned by Ger- 
many during the World War and 
who had held office continuously 
ever since, died today at the age of 
69 


Max had been Burgomaster of 
Brussels since 1909, but he first 
aon world fame for his stubborn 
resistance to the German invaders 
in August, 1914. 

Refusing even to shake hands 
with the German commander, Max 
continuously protested against in- 
fringement of Belgian civil rights 
and slept in his office rather than 
surrender his authority. 

The German commander, Gen. 
von Jarotsky, on leaving Brussels, 
wrote Max: 

“The General would have liked to 
express personally the high esteem 
he has for the man who by his tact 
and patience has spared the people 
of Brussels many misfortunes and 
who has energetically defended the 
rights of his fellow citizens against 
the military authorities. Brussels 
may well be proud of a man of such 
valor.” 

But in September the Germans 
arrested him and kept him in a

During his captivity in Germany, 


he still managed to send encour- | 


sels. On one occasion he spent a 
night in a sewer in an attempt to 
escape, but~ was re-arrested. He

port. Rejoicing greeted his return 
to B where he was known 
affectionately as “Our Max” and 
was a familiar figure on the boule- 
vards with his terrier. 

Refusing a title from the King, 
he preferred to remain “Burgomas- 
ter Max,” an office to which he was 
elected for the rest of his life. 

In 1925 Max tried unsuccessfully 
to form a national Government aft- 
er King Albert designated him as 
Premier. 

In addition to being one of the 
Liberal party’s leaders, he was a 
National Deputy and held decora- 
tions from many governments. 

A bachelor, Max is survived by 
one brother.

Gov. Culbert L. Olson condemned 
California's proposed “ham and 
egg” pension plan, chief issue in 
tomorrow's special election, as un-— 
workable and a burden on the very 
people it was designed to aid. In 
a radio address last night he ex- 
pressed the belief that part of the, 
proposed constitutional amendment | 
designed to bring $30 every Thurs- | 
day in scrip to the aged was un-| 
constitutional and would leave a/| 
$20,000,000 bond issue and a 3 per | 
cent gross income tax to “increase | 
the burdens of the poor.” | 

He expressed sympathy for elder- | 
ly persons whose pennies are fi-| 
nancing the “ham and eggs” cam- | 
paign but insisted the proposal 
would only set back “adoption of 
workable measures for the solu- 
tion of the problems confronting 
the very people who are support- 
ing this measure with such great 
anxiety and manifest sincerity.” 

The plan,. for which the Gov- 
ernor called the special election, 
far overshadows other issues, in- 
cluding the Atkinson proposal for 
State control of oil resources which 
has attracted the support of Fed- 
eral officials. Secretary of the 
interior Harold I. Ickes advised | 
Californians yesterday to approve 
the oil control measure. 

Narrowly Defeated in 1938. | 

The “ham and eggs” plan, nar- 
rowly defeated a year ago, would 
give $30 in warrants every Thurs- 
to non-working Californans over 50. 
The warrants would be redeemable 
annually in real money after two 
cent stamp taxes had been affixed 
weekly to each warrant. 

Olson, a Democrat, who admitted 
“ham and eggs” votes helped elect 
him, said he thought the plan would 
fail because business houses and 
individuals would refuse to accept 
the warrants. 

He declared he was more con- 
cerned over another part of the 
proposal, which would make the un- 
stamped warrants acceptable in pay- 
ment of taxes and debts due to the 
State or other governmental sub- 
divisions. , 

This provision, Olson declared, 
appeared to him to be in violation 
of the United States Constitution. 4 

Would “Fall Upon the Poor.” 

Discussing a $20,000,000 bond is- 
gue provision and a proposed 3 per 
cent gross income tax, he asserted: 

“Since these provisions are entire- 
ly constitutional, they would be- 
come law even if the remainder of 
the act were held unconstitutional. 
Thus we! would have an additional 
3 per cent gross income tax, which, 
unlike the graduated income tax, 
would fall upon the consumer, like 
the sales tax, and increase the bur- 
dens of the poor.” 

The names of President Roose- 
velt, Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Charles Edison, Olson and Ickes 
were brought into the controversy | 
over the State oil control measure. 
All four of them indorsed the pro- 
posal. 

A telegram from the President, 


made public by Ickes’ secretary, 
said adoption of the oil control bill | 
would regulate production, thereby | 
helping national defense. Edison 
said substantially the same thing. | 
Ickes, in California for ground-. 
breaking ceremonies at San Joaquin, 
Valley’s Friant Dam, praised it as. 
a conservation measure.

“T think we're going to beat it 
pretty badly in Greater Cleveland, 
where we have a fifth of the State's 
vote,” he told a reporter. “People 
who should know tell me it’s going 
to be béaten two to one in the 
State. 

“Mr. Bigelow won't be so big 
after tomorrow. It’s just a ques-' 
tion of getting out the vote.” 

Increasing cloudiness was fore- 
east for election day with moderate 
fall temperatures.

WPAN POSSBLE 
PITMAN THINKS 


7, *cer-| Predicts, Unless Conditions 


in Orient Improve, Con- 
gress Will Pass His Meas- 
ure to That Effect. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP). — 
A prediction that the 1940 Con- 
gress might follow up the adminis- 
tration’s neutrality program, now in 
full operation, by authorizing eco- 


sinomic pressure against Japan was 


made today by legislative leaders. 

Chairman Pittman (Dem.), Ne 
vada, of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, said that unless 
relations with Tokyo improved be- 
fore the Japanése-Ameriecan com-~- 
mercial treaty expired Jan. 26, Con- 
gress undoubtedly would enact his 
resolution empowering the Presi- 
dent to embargo “any or alj” ex- 
ports to Japan. 

“Tt is entirely fair that Japan 
should be warned of the ides of 
Jarluary,” Pittman said. “Her en- 
tire attitude in China has been in. 
total disregard of the rights of the 
United States and other countries.” 

“It must be remembered,” Pitt- 
man’ told reporters, “that govern- 
ments can retaliate against wrongs 
without going to war. Commercial 
and economic retaliation by a great 
Power like the United States may 
be more effective than battles.” 

Pittman was in the small group 
of Congressmen Saturday who saw 
President Roosevelt sign the neu- 
trality bill repealing the arms em- 
bargo and setting up a cash and 
carry system of trade with warring 
nations. The legislation does not 
apply to the undeclared Chinese- 
Japanese conflict, however, because 
President Roosevelt never has ruled 
formally that a state of war exists 
in the Orient. 
| After signing the neutrality meas- 
use, the President immediately exer- 
cised the discretionary powers it 
gave him to designate most Euro- 
pean waters as a combat area which 
American ships and travelers could 
not enter. . He also ordered that 
belligerent submarines keep away 
from American ports, except in 
cases of emergency. 

After putting the neutrality pro- 
gram into effect, Roosevelt went 
to Hyde Park, N. Y., to vote to- 
morrow. Most members of Con- 
gress also returned to their homes, 
to remain until the regular 1940 
session begins Jan. 3. 

The President had suggested that 
Democratic and Republican leaders 
in both houses stay here to consult 
with him on foreign policies, but 
those who left pointed out that they 
could return quickly in an emerg- 
ency. 

There were general predictions 
that problems relating to foreign 
affairs—including an expanded de- 
fense program—would have a ma- 
jor place in the 1940 session. In- 
asmuch as the State Department’s 
denunciation of the commercial 
treaty with Japan becomes effec- 
tive three weeks after Congress 
meets, Pittman’s embargo resolu- 
tion may be one of the first ques- 
tions to be considered. 


$52,000 IN CONDEMNATION 
AWARDS UNCLAIMED HERE 


Property Owners Unaware They 
Are Entitled to Sums Granted in 
Improvement Cases. 

More than $52,000 awarded in 
eondemnation cases has been un- 
claimed for years in the Circuit 
Clerk’s office. Of the total, $3395 
was awarded to the Board of Edu- 
cation, which was unaware the 
money was there, as disclosed last 
week in the Post-Dispatch. 

The uncollected $52,311 is all that 
is left of $14,000,000 awarded in 60 
condemnation cases. The money 
was awarded by the city in street- 
widening, sewer development and 
other improvement cases. 

Most of those who are entitled to 
the money have not claimed it be- 
cause they acquired property after 
condemnation suits were filed but 
before final judgment was entered 
and do not know they are entitled to 
the awards, Circuit Clerk H. Sam 
Priest said. The owner at the time 
of the final judgment is the one 
who gets the condemnation award. 
Priest added his office is simply

WAR SPECULATION 


“Likely to Be Disappoint- 


_Virginia U. Professor 
Tells U. S. Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP).—A 
University of Virginia economist 
told the Monopoly Committee today 
that speculators in steel, expecting 
heavy war business, were “likely 
to be disappointed in the near fu- 
ture.”

commands one of the country’s new- 
ly formed field armies, and other 
competent chiefs who must super- 
vise Italy’s $100,000,000 emergency 
rearmament effort. 

After conferring with the Crown 
Prince yestérday, Mussolini talked 
for two hours with Marshal Ro- 
dolfo Graziani, commander of the 
second of the field armies; who 
has just been appointed chief of 
the general staff of the army, and 
afterward announced that Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio would remain chief 
of staff of all the armed forces, 
despite the fact that this 68-year- 
old veteran of six wars has reached 
the age of retirement. 

Although Italy, as a non-belliger- 
ent, has started the demobilization 
of many units called before the 
war, Mussolini has decided, it is 
announced, to strengthen the regu- 
lar army by recruiting 1500 junior 
officers who served with the militia 
in Ethiopia and Spain. The non- 
commissioned officer personnel will 
be strengthened, too. 

Counting on peace, Italy was 
caught flat-footed when the war 
came. Short of gold and raw ma- 
terials, it decided not to pull the 
public’s belt any tighter, and as a 
result, lacks modern artillery, an- 
ti-aircraft weapons and tanks. 
Emergency rearmament must rem- 
edy this in light guns through the 
4:20’s as well as 11-ton tanks, types 
of which are perfected and ready 
for production when scrap iron and 
other raw materials are available. 

To put the army on a war footing 
it is necessary to reorganize around 
guns and other new weapons and to 
integrate veterans of Ethiopia. and 
Spain into the regular army instead 
of having the army and the Black- 
shirt militia separate. A decisive 
forward step was taken two months 
ago when Mussolini, annoyed by 
quarrels between the two groups, 
slashed the militiamen’s. pay from 
seven lire to one lira a day and 
raised the army’s 50 centimes to one 
lira as a step toward co-ordina- 
tion. 

Italian air production is under- 
stood to be quite low and the air 
arm needs reorganization, but it is

Speech by Wadsworth of New York, Urging 
Embargo Repeal, Wins Tribute in House 
—Excellent Address by Man Respected 
for Political Courage. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. 

HERE was no more striking 
Tevisoae in the neutrality debate 

than the ovation given Repre- 
sentative James W. Wadsworth 
(Rep.), New York, at the end of 
his 15-minute speech in favor of re- 
pealing the arms embargo. Mem- 
bers on both sides of the dividing 
aisle stood up and applauded. They 
were applauding two things—the 
excellence of the speech and the 
manifest intellectual honesty of the 
speaker. 

As for the speech itself: It was 
one of the best of the whole debate 
in either chamber. It was so ef- 
fective that it may have accounted 
for some of the votes that produced 
the unexpectedly large majority for 
repeal. That’s about as high a 
tribute as could be paid it, for it’s 
very rare that a speech on the floor 
of the Hause or Senate gives even 
the appearance of having turned 
any votes,

Wadsworth said more in a few 
minutes than most of those said 
who spoke on the neutrality issue 
for longer periods up to seven 
hours. He talked extemporaneous- 
ly, without any oratorical frills or 
any ponderous citations of expert 
views on international law. He 


gave his own opinions simply and|- 


clearly—and he won the House. 


To hear him and observe the ef- 
fect on the House was' like sitting 
in the Supreme Court chamber and 
seeing the court snap out of bore- 
dom when a lawyer like the late 
Newton D. Baker, after the legalis- 
tic verbosities of lesser lights, be- 
gins to cut to the heart of an issue 
with plain English. 

Wadsworth’s speech ought to be 
read in full. It is possible here only 
to glance at it. He confessed that 
he was not “wildly enthusiastic” 
over the neutrality bill, but he be- 
lieved that it represented a “realis- 
tic” approach to the problem of 


keeping out of war. 


He made clear his belief that we 


are not going into the war and in 
so doing expressed a mood which 
seemed to grow in Congress, day 
by day, as the neutrality fight 
progressed—the feeling that “the 
American people will never go to 
war unless they have become the 
victims of a studied, persistent series 
of overt acts of violence, acts com- 
mitted not merely. by individuals, 
by cranks, by radicals, but commit- 
ted at the behest of a foreign gov- 
ernment. Without such acts, a 
series of them carried on to such 
extent that their purpose has be- 
come completely recognized, I 
think America does not go to war.” 


One of the arguments against 
repeal—the suggestion that we 
Should be deterred by the fear of 
“explosions and other outrages” 
that might follow repeal—provoked 
the speaker to scorn. “If,” he said, 
“we are ever to frame the foreign 
policy of the United States upon 
the theory that we cannot keep or- 
der in our own Government, in 
our own country, then, by heaven, 
we would better crawl into a hole 
and pull the hole in after us.” 


Finally there was this note, on 
which the House came to its feet 
with cheers: 


“Let us be calm about this thing 
. » I think we have been a little 
jittery in the last two or three 
weeks. There is a realistic side to 
all this. What we must do is keep 
our heads steady and keep our 
feet on the ground. Those high 
in authority in the United States 
Government should refrain from 
scolding other nations. Nothing is 
gained for us or in the interest of 
peace and liberty by exciting enmi- 
ty. I think Theodore Roosevelt

ly, we are in for one of the greatest 
“revolutions” that society has been messed 
up in for some ages back. 

For the principle of using such a ray 
will be so valuable that it will become 
common property immediately. And, 
since the releasing of it will be likely to 
blow up a good half of any modern com- 
munity, the possession or hoarding of 
explosives or ammunition will become a 
crime more dangerous than treason. | 

As for the armies in Europe, with ex- 
plosives or ammunition useless, the men 
will hastily be equipped with longbows 
and chain mail. In the United States, the 
du Ponts will have to take up the manu- 
facture of battle axes. 

The St. Louis police will be equipped 
with halberds and pikes, cuirasses and 
helmets with visors. It will be like living 
in a stove during July and August, but 
there it is! Our gangsters will have to 
make out with blowguns and darts. 

Gentlemen, before long, will begin to 
Wear swords, and men capable of teach- 
ing the art of fence will reap tidy for- 
tunes, for without firearms, the range 
of police protection will be so greatly less- 
ened that each of us will have to be ready 
to look out for himself. 

Young bloods undoubtedly will cross 
the river to shout, “Vive Missouri! A bas 
Illinois!” whereupon blades will shiver 
and flicker in the streets of Madison, 
Venice and Dupo. Armed retainers of 
great St. Louis houses, the Dickmanns, 
the McDaniels and the Lamberts, will 
bear gay shields along Twelfth street and 
will soon be exchanging taunts and chal- 
lenges. 

It will be interesting to read how the 
British dreadnaught ranged alongside the 
pocket battleship and, after discharging 
a last broadside from her catapults, or- 
dered a boarding party over the rail. 


DEMOCRACY AND EDUCATION. 


“Whenever the people are well informed,” Thomas 
Jefferson wrote just 150 years ago, “they can be trust- 
‘ed with their own government/ whenever things get 
'so far wrong as to attract their notice, they may be 
relied on to set them to rights.” 

Education, then, in Jefferson's view, was of democ-' 
racy’s very essence. How well has it succeeded in 
playing this role? 

America today has the world’s greatest educational 
plant. In physical terms, it represents an investment 
of more than 12 billion dollars. Our literacy rate 
is high. Our school and college enroliment exceeds 
30,000,000. Facilities for education in science, in art, 
in culture, in everyday vocations are unsurpassed. 
But what of training in good citizenship? 

Masses of the public in various cities still submit 
to corrupt boss rule. Myriads unthinkingly follow 
economic fallacies, so that the very solvency of two 
states is at stake in elections tomorrow. Other citi- 
zens swallow inflammatory radio appeals, and be- 
come easy prey to demagoguery. The people have 
‘found no cure for unemployment and insecurity, as 
Jefferson had hoped they could do, so that today 
‘the causes that undermined democracy abroad exist 
in our own country. For all its triumphs in the fields 
of formal learning, our educational system still has 
much to do before it achieves Jefferson’s dream. 

It is a problem being widely pondered today, as the 
| period set aside as Education week begins. It should 
be pondered every week in the year. In his address 
at the University of Missouri Centennial Convocation 
last week, the challenge was accepted by Dr. Robert 
G. Sproul, president of the University of California, 
in these words: 

If there is fear for democracy’s future, is it not 
because educational agencies have neglected an 
opportunity to “indoctrinate” the American peo- 
ple with the democratic ideal? If we are to build 
and maintain our American society, must we not 


supply through education some clear-cut and mu- 
tually shared objectives to which we can pin our 


faith as a people? 

Here is a clear summons to our schools, though the 
word “indoctrinate” was perhaps unfortunately 
chosen. It suggests the forced-feeding methods used 
by European dictators as a means of perpetuating 
their regimes. ‘This is not true education as Ameri- 
cans know it. Rather, it is what the psychologists 
call conditioning; it is the animal trainer’s device 
of punishments and rewards and constant repetition 
as a means of winning obedience. That is to say, we 
cannot attain Jefferson’s hope merely through such 
devices as loyalty oaths, compulsory flag salutes and 
patriotic expositions of American history. 

The aim of American education should not be to 
mold, but to stimulate and inspire. The democratic 
ideal is one of individual liberty and free inquiry and 
decision through open, intelligent discussion. When 
an enlightened citizenry is lacking, the road to auto- 
cratic control is opened. Political bosses thrive as a 
result of civic sloth. Economic quack doctors prevail 
through ignorance and fear of insecurity. Knowledge 
is the great force that will right existing abuses and, 
by making democracy successful, provide the only 
effective propaganda for its continuance. 

In a dictatorship, where decisions -are imposed 
from above, a politically enlightened citizenry is not 
essential. It may, indeed, be a danger to the ruling 
clique. But in a democracy, where the citizenry is

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French Pioneers of St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the Post-Dispatch not long ago, there 

was an article on razing the riverfront. 
Your article very quickly passed over the 
founding of the city by the French and 
stressed settiers of a later day. 

Nothing was said of such persons as 
Joseph Philibert, a St. Louis Frenchman, 
the first white man to make an overland 
journey from St. Louis to Santa Fe, 
N. M., to establish fur-trading relations 
between the French colony of St. Louis 
and the Spanish colony of Santa Fe, nor 
is anything said of Basil Bissonet, a St. 
Louis Frenchman, who, when Lewis and 
Clark came to St. Louis to begin their 
overland expedition to the Pacific coast, 
showed them the way as far west as what 
is now Montana. ‘ 

Your article stated that the Old Rock 
House, at the Jevee and Chestnut street, 
was thought to have been built about 1818. 
To this I take exception. In spite of what 
the National Park Service may say, I 
maintain the Old Rock House was built 
in 1767 by Joseph Marcheteau, who lived 
in Cahokia, IL, which is just across the 
river from St. Louis. 

He came to St. Louis in 1765, when the 
town was one year old, and two years 
later erected the Old Rock House. It is 
true the Old Rock House was used by 
John Jacob Astor, or his confrere, Manuel 
Lisa, as a fur storage warehouse in 
1820.

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NO “SMALL POTATOES.” 

When the Federal grand jury last week indicted 
William L. Hutcheson, president of the AFL’s Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners, on a charge of con- 
spiracy in connection with the interminable juris- 
dictional fight between the carpenters and the ma- 
chinists at the Anheuser-Busch brewery, it did not 
“pick on small potatoes.” 

Hutcheson has long been one of the most powerful 
members of the federation’s Executive Council—far 
more influential, certainly, than President William 
Green. He has been president of the brotherhood 
since 1915, and he lords over it with an iron hand. 
Thus, he found it unnecessary to call a convention 
from 1928 to 1936. When he finally did call one, 
only 202 of the international’s 1647 locals were repre- 
sented. That probably made little difference because 
Hutcheson polled the delegates on his actions by 
asking those in favor to rise, and those opposed to 
record their names with the secretary, Any serious 
opposition he has always met with his power of ex: 
pulsion. 

In 1915, the 17,000 organized carpenters of New 
York decided to ask for a 50-cent-a-day increase. It 
was granted to 14,000 of them after brief negotiations. 
The 3000 others decided to strike. Hutcheson hurried 
to New York and signed an agreement that deprived 
all of them of the increase. This was repudiated by 
a referendum vote of 11,745 to 119. Infuriated, Hutch- 
eson expelled 65 locals. The courts, however, subse- 
quently forced him to reinstate these units. 

With all his power in the AFL Executive Council, 
Hutcheson has preferred to raid other unions rather 
than go out and organize the unorganized. As a re- 
sult, the carpenters have been involved in jurisdiction- 
al disputes with the machine wood workers, structural 
iron workers, elevator constructors, tile layers, wire 
and metal lathers, painters, asbestos workers, plas- 
terers and cement finishers. In connection with 
these feuds, Hutcheson has been accused, on one 
hand, of entering into conspiracies with employers, 
and, on the other, of buying AFL convention votes— 
by paying a larger per capita tax than his actual 
membership warranted—to prevent any effective 


to CIO industrial unionism, 

He participated in the Republican presidential cam- 
paigns of 1932 and 1936, perhaps to shroud his rec- 
ord in an aura of respectability. But the record is 
still there for all to see. Hutcheson is perhaps the 
very best—or the worst—example of autocratic 
labor leadership—the kind of leadership that spurns 
workers and public alike. If the grand jury action 
here leads to a curb on his reign, it will be recorded 
as a most distinguished service.

LTHOUGH we are unwilling to believe 

that Fascism could really be made to ap- 

ar an attractive, popular alternative 

to a democratic failure in this country, many 

of us are nevertheless frightened at the 

growing imitations of foreign intolerance 
and unscrupulousness here. 

We debate police measures, and the ad- 
visability of surrending some of our civil 
liberties to maintain the rest. We try to 
exorcise the new evil by the incantation of 
the Bill of Rights. We discuss very serious- 
ly the possible necessity of destroying Fas- 
cism by war abroad before it can spread 
still further, as if its roots were entirely 
abroad. 

Yet our own anxiety has not led us to 
undertake the job pf creating a satisfactory 
working alternative to Fascism any more 
than the same anxiety and fear, raised to 
the pitch of hysteria, did in Europe. We 


are ready to begin a concerted attack on 
the roots of the trouble. 

The causes for Fascism are deeper in the 
pattern of our life than we usually care to 
admit. We have been misled by our amuse- 
ment at the strutting, uniform-loving Ger- 
}mans, the lackadaisical Austrians, the some- 
what distant Italians with their Mediterra- 
nean bravura, They are not funny, nor are 
they motivated much differently than we 
are. What drove them to madness can drive 
us there. What drove them—insecurity, 
poverty, humiliation—we have in plenty our- 
selves. 

. > . 

Our past over-confidence has rested, in 
large part, on a failure to recognize a new 
tempo in our social life. Not only has the 
period between our major economic crises 
been reduced, but our social attitudes and 
values are changing much more rapidly than 
before. In the last major depression, it took 
almost three years to bring a fifth of the 
population to their knees for relief. In the 
next major depression, over half of them 
will probably be there at the end of six 
months. They can be counted on to bring 
with them a very different attitude toward 
the democratic state than they now have. 

There is material enough, and to spare, 
for the making of a purely American Fas- 
cism today. There are a striking number of 
similarities, actual and potential, between 
,ourselves and the formerly democratic na- 
tions of Central Europe which succumbed to

man liberals, who had spent long years 
fighting for liberty, also thought that their 
people would hang on to it at all costs, 
that they were too intelligent a people to 
be taken in by demagogues. The Italians 
thought they were too hardheaded to swal- 
low the queer opportunistic bluff and blus- 
ter which Mussolini was feeding to the na- 
tion. The Austrians thought that their 
people were too sophisticated and easy-going 
to be stirred by the Nazi romancing. 

The leading and governing groups in 
every one of those nations under-estimated 
the vast natural resources of public irra‘ 
tionality. They did not see ‘that, for the 
larger parts of the population, the word 
“freedom” was no adequate substitute for 
the fears and worries of daily life. The 
people could not eat freedom. They were, 
at bottom, accustomed to eat, not accus- 
tomed to freedom. 

If we ask ourselves the question—“What 
does political freedom mean to the average 
American in the major functions of his life, 
working, eating, raising a family?”—we may 
discover that we have been exaggerating the 
passionate preference of many of our peo- 
ple for democratic forms over the promises 
of work and security. 


Our major difference from the pre-Fascist 
nations of Europe lies, at this moment, not 
so much in our democratic tradition as in 
our essential economic strength. We have 
more room to turn around in, more machin- 
ery, perhaps more ingenuity. 

It lies also in our position in time. We 
are not yet confronted by a unity of the 
frightened and insecure middle groups, the 
aged and the unemployed, together with 
rabid nationalists, short-sighted reaction- 
aries and opportunistic racialists demanding 
action at once, with or without democracy. 

We have a certain amount of time to

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THREE ZONES OF AIR 
BETWEEN THE EARTH 
AND STRATOSPHERE 


Flight Surgeon Says Each Pre- 
sents Different Set 
of Problems. 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla., Nov. 6 (AP). 
—The 36,000-foot blanket of air be- 
tween the earth and the strato- 
sphere soon may be divided into 
three zones as a result of aero-med- 
ical experience, At present the air 
layer up to 36,000 feet is termed 
the trophosphere. At its upper lim- 
it the stratosphere starts. 

Dr. A. M. D. Tuttle of Chicago, re- 
tired Colonel of the army medical 
corps, now flight surgeon for Unit- 
ed Air Lines, said today the prob- 
lems of modern flying have shown 
that the first seven miles of atmo- 
sphere should be divided into three 
zones, each of which presents a dif- 
ferent set of problems. 

From the earth’s surface to 10,000 
feet problems are few and relatively 
simple, he said. He suggested this 
be called the paleosphere (old air). 
Above 10,000 feet, the airplane en- 
ters a: zone where lack of oxygen 
and warmth are added problems. 

Col. Tuttle would call the zone 
from 10,000 to 18,000 feet the meso- 
sphere (middle air). And from 18,000 
feet to the stratosphere lies a zone 
in which supercharging of cabins 
and engines are added to many 
problems. This he would call the 
neosphere (new air). 


ART THEATER REVIVES ‘LIFE 
AND LOVE OF BEETHOVEN’ 


French Film Starring Harry Baur 
as Composer Retains Its 
Appeal. 

Although shown in revival, “The 
Life and Loves of Beethoven,” which 
opened last night at the S’Renco 
Art Theater, 3143 Olive street, is 
one of the better films of the season 
at the theater. The feature had its 
previous run at the Shady Oak in 
Clayton, early in 1938. 

Harry Baur’s characterization of 
Beethoven has just the right ugli- 
ness and majesty to be convincing. 
Master of all emotions, this Emil 
Jannings of France can make the 
composer violent, tender or shaken 
by cataclysmic emotions.

STORING SUN’S. HEAT 


Experimenters Seek Means of 


Warming Homes in Less 
Rigorous Climates. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 6 
(AP).—Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology engineers said today 
they planned to trap some of the 
sun’s heat and store it for possible 
use in winter house heating, sum- 
mer air conditioning, and power 
generation. Prof. Hoyt C. Hottel, 
a leader of the college’s extensive 
solar energy program, reported a 
new laboratory house had been 
completed with equipment designed 
to catch heat from the sun as it 
falls on the roof, and then send 
it to the basement for storage in a 
large well-insulated water storage 
tank. 

The building’s heating system 
consists of a method of forced air 
circulation so arranged that the 
flow of air can be either over the 
hot tank surface, or through coils 
of a refrigeration system. This 
refrigeration system, operating on 
an absorption principle, will utilize

Black paint, selected because it 
absorbs sunlight readily, will be 
spread over a thin metal sheet in 
a “heat collecting box” atop the 
house.

East opened the spade jack. De- 
clarer won in his own hand and 
played the ace and queen of hearts, 
East winning. Another spade was 
led, declarer again winning in his 
own hand. Now, before playing out 
his hearts (declarer could not be 
sure that the 10 was going to drop), 
declarer led the club king. East won 
and, feeling that his last entry had 
been taken out, did not persist with 
spades, but returned a heart, hop- 
ing to establish a possible thir- 
teenth heart in his partner’s hand. 
However, declarer now was able 
to concede another club trick and 
thereby establish his own fourth 
club, which gave him his contract 
“under wraps.” 

As a matter of fact, even if East, 
after taking the lead with the club 
ace, had plugged away at spades 
for the third time, a little care on 
declarer’s part would have pro- 
duced the' same result. Winning 
with dummy’s: spade ace, declarer 
should lead a club. If West plays 
low, declarer’s queen would win 
and a club return would throw 
West on lead with the jack—East 
could not get in for his long spades. 
If, on the club lead from dummy, 
West put up the jack, declarer 
would merely let him hold the 
trick, with the same result, 

All of which leads to the conclu- 
sion that more heroic measures 
were required to beat this contract. 
This brings us to the crucial phase 
of the hand. Notice the vast dif- 
ference in result if, on declarer’s 
play of the club king (which East 
wins with the ace), West jettisons 
his club jack, getting it out of the 
way forever. ow, struggle as he 
will, declarer cannot establish nine 
tricks for himself without surren- 
dering the lead to East’s club 10. 
(Obviously, East clears his spade 
suit after winning with the club 
ace and seeing West’s unblock of 
the club jack.) 

I do not know how many players 
there are who are capable of the 
suggested defense. But there is at 
least one thing to be said for this 
type of analysis: It reveals the true 
potentialities of bridge and gives ys 
all a goal for which to strive.

Autry and His

NEW YORK, Nov. 6. 

ERALD SQUARE was just like 
Hire crossroads of any old cow 

town the other morning. .

With his boots and his spurs he is 
an interesting figure, draped*over 
a table in the Stork Club, or wend- 
ing through the town’s night life.
